It takes from two to three years 
between hiring an architect and 
having a school ready for occupan- 
cy, he pointed out, adding that he 
would ask the district’s trustees to 
hire a school planner immediately.

But study of the figures that developed the conclusions leads 
us to feel that, if anything, the predictions are conservative. 

Based solely on the number of youngsters now in the first four 
evrades of elementary school in the area—the youngsters who ty 
be in high school nine years from now—we find there will then 
be 7390 high school students in the fall of 1961. 

That is 3890 students more than the present rated capacity of 
Sequoia and Menlo-Atherton combined, and it does not allow for 
any continued growth of population in this area, an area that has 
grown 32 per cent since conclusion of the 1950 census. 

We and every other taxpayer in the area are heartily sick and 
tired of one.more bond issue after another. But a new one is in 
the wind now, to build the first of these additional high schools, 
and we can.expect more bond measures to follow. 

How to keep the cost as low as possible? 

As a first step,-we agree with Dr. Clyde Ogden, superintendent 
of the Sequoia district, that sites for all proposed schools be ac- 
quired as soon as possible. The land will never be cheaper than 


it is today. 

Second: we urge the district trustees to consider adopting a 
master set of plans. We see no reason why district taxpayers should 
pay for planning that starts over again from scratch on each struc- 
ture, when the basic design could be established and merely 
adapted to each new site. 

Third, we urge the trustees to redouble their efforts to put all 
facilities to the fullest use and to eliminate unnecessary frills of 
design or planning. 

Unless the trustees can prove to the people that every inch of 
our present schools is used to the utmost and that new structures 
will not contain unnecessary luxuries, they can look forward to 
repeated defeats on every future bond measure: 

We all agree that our children must have good education, but 
if we don’t have the money we won't get the schools, and the tax- 
payer's pocket has a bottom.

We all knew our school system faced severe problems in aS

It is well to point out, at the 
cutset, that the retes heine pid 
by consumers in the fermer Wil- 
low Road Water District are the 
lowest of any charged within the 
city of Menlo Park. The maximum 
charge for average customers — 
thése using up to 33,000 cubic feet 
ef water—is $10.50 fer customnets 
ef the Menlo Park city agency; 
customers of other water-deiiver- 
ers in the city pay $11.11's and 
$11.22 for the same amount of wa- 
ter. 

With the idea of maintaining low 
rates such es these, the city has in- 
stalled, for the benefit of consumers, 
a thorouzhly modern bookkeeping 
system which, besides providing for 
quick and accurate billing, can be 
operated by one clerk. 


Headquarters of the new city 
department is in the same office, 
in the civic center, as the building 
inspector’s. This office was built 
by .street and parks department 
workers as an “off-season” .pro- 
ject, and the “extra space” pro- 
vided at the time of construction 
was a wise economy. The depart- 
ment will not be charged for .the 
use ‘of these offices. 


The water department will, simi- 
larly, have its “corner” of the city’s 
public works shop; all mechanical 
work for all departments is done 
here and the elimination of the need 
for duplication.of equipment pays 
dividends to taxpayers.

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Down To Earth: 


Now Is Time to Consider Ways of Making | 


Life Easier for Your 


By TERRY LEE 


Every plant except one has been 


getting too much moisture. 

The poor house plant! 

It really suffers in the winter 
with the hot, dry air of the house 
and the chitly drafts of the night 
breeze. All house plants require a 
certain amount of 2ttention, and 
this is_a rood week,to do some in- 
door gardening. 

If your plants are looking a little 
pale and tired, they probably need 
a repotting. 

This means putting in fresh soil, 
taking out plants that are crowding 
each other, or putting a rapidiy 
growing plant in a larger pet. If you 
want to cut back an extra long vine, 
‘trim the roots a bit, too. 

BEST 

An old-fashioned clay flower pot 
ds the best container, but everyone 
seems to want something dressier. 
It works well to set a clay pot inside 
a fancy container, leaving enough 
room for air circulation. A layer of 


tainer will keep the pot from sitting 
in drainage water. 

If you are planting directly in a 
copper pot, the soil is all import- 
ant. 

Put a layer of sand, about an 
inch deep, at the bottom. The pot- 


ting mixture should be equal parts | 


of leaf moid, soi) and sand, with a 
piece of charcoal! added to keep it 
“sweet.” 

Repotting is usually done every 
year, but if a plant seems very hap- 
py. I leave well enough alone. I do 
add a tablespoon of liquid fertilizer 
and scratch the top of the soil with 
a fork. 

House plants need a regular pro- 
gram of care, and probably the most 
overlooked duty is givine the leaves 
a monthly bath. 

Plants breathe through 
Jeaves, and will not thrive 
leaves are clogged with dust. 

Take the pots to the kitchen and 
rinse both the top and underside of | 
the leaves with lukewarm water.

State Division Lists 
Hunting Regulations 


The department of fish and game 
reminds California sportsmen of the 
following general regulations which 
apply to current hunting and fish- 
ing: 

Wild Pigs and Boars — No closed 
season. No bag limit. Trapping and 
night hunting prohibited in Monter- 
ey county. Hunting license required. 

Steelhead Trout and Salmon — 
Ends Jan. 31 or Feb. 28 in specified 
streams. Bag limits: 2 trout or sal- 
mon or combination in streams 
south of San Francisco; 3. fish in 
other streams. 


Catfish—No closed season. Bag 
limit: 15 fish. Night fishing permit- 
ted in Siskiyou, Shasta, Lake, Mo- 
doc, Tehama, Butte, Glenn, Colusa, 
Yuba Sutter and Inyo counties, and 
in Pit River, Lassen county. 


Striped Bass — No closed season. 
Bag limit: 5 fish or 25 pounds and 
one fish, or 2 fish regardless of 
weight.

Angling 
hours: one hour before sunrise to 
one hour after sunset, or by hand 
dipnet at any time.
